I just reviewed the record on this case and although Gao was the primary chemist, Peter Piro was the GC/MS 
confirmatory chemist. Peter is still here at the laboratory. 

Gao analyzed one bag out of three with a net weight of 2.52 grams and this is not a trafficking case. I would suggest that 
Peter is capable of reviewing Gao's notes and providing testimony. 

Barrett, let us know your thoughts about that. Retesting is discouraged and an option of last resort. Any inquiries of that 
nature must be directed to Julianne Massif, Director of Analytical Chemistry.
